Provence disaster was estimated at 870 it is in- 
dicated by the foregoing dispatch that the loss 
of life would reach upwards of 3130.

On child is enough for most California 


women, George D. Leslie,,statistician for 
the state board of health, has discovered 
through a compilation of birth rate fig- 
ures taken from Oakland, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles records. 
And therein 


Leslie has discovered n menace-to the 
future generations of California, declar- 
ing that the growing- disinclination of the 
women of this state to bear but one child 
threatens to deplete the race. 


I«sl!e's figures are borne out by the 


records of the Oakland Board of Health 
The^e records show that almost fifty per 
cent of the births In Oakland are the 
first born to the mother, while the sec- 
ond-born are considerably less in num- 
ber and a. corresponding decrease is 
shown in the number of «hlr<l-born. 


THREATENS PAJOI/T. 


"This is a serious matter." Leslie says. 


"It shows that the health of children 
must be carefully protected if their par- 
ents expect to be represented In the next 
generation. This tendency toward hav- 
ing but one or two children threatens 
tho continuance of the family unless In- 
fant mortality Is constantly watched. 


"1 have completed statistics of the 


total births that occurred In Oakland. 
San Francisco nnd Los Angeles during 
the year 1915. I found that 40.2 per cent 
of all the babies were the first-born to 
the mother; 24.8 per cent were the sec- 
ind born, and 1^.9 per cent were the 
third born. The seventh born was rep- 
resented by 1.7 per cent. In other words 
22.1 per cent of the women of the three 
largest cities In the state represent all 
that have more, than three children. Of 
all the women in these three cities, al- 
most eighty per cent have borne but 
three children." 


John H. -Mellon, secretary of the Oajf- 
land Board of Health, has kept records 
on the number of births in each family 
only since thft first of the present year. 
The figures for the month of Jan'uary 
of this year bear out the contentions of

of the bodies, the couple-apparently 
ind bee.i fully dressed despite the fact 
.hat the fire occurred late at night.^ 


Fortine, the ranch hand', was ques- 


ioned. His answers, 
officers. said, 


were evasive, and he was brought to 
the Oxnard jail. 
After several hours 


of questioning' the prisoner wa,s said 
tp have broken down, telling the en- 
tire story of his crimes.

Among these are the following: 
"The prevention of infant disorders 


is easier and less expensive than the 
treatment and cure. 


"Remember the conditions and sur- 


roundings of the mother before tho baby 
Is born have their effect on the baby 
after birth. 


"'The breast-fed baby Is less liable to 


many disorders such as cholera infantum, 
convulsions, etc. 


"It Is dangerous to wean a young.baby. 


It should .not be done for the convenience 
of the mother. 


"Baby foods, condense* milk, and the 


like are not satisfactory substitutes for 
good cow's milk. 


"Spoiled milk owing to faulty: refrig- 


eration and lack of care Is to be blamed 
for many attacks of acute illness among 
Infants. 


"Do not put too much clothing on the 
baby in hot weather. 


"Changes in temperature should be met 


by changes in the outer garments. 


"The temperature of the baby's room 


should be kept not higher than fiR or 70 
degrees in winter, and In summer It 
should bo kept as cool as possible with 
awnings and shutters. 


"The surroundings of the homo should 


be free from uncovered garbage, rub- 
bish and manure. All of these 'attract 
files and other disease carrying- Insects."

of Jimmy Michael, the cycle king, then known the world over as "the TVelsh 
Rarebit." I thought of my first meeting with that great little fellow. 


It came fully twenty years a so when "Chippy" "Warburton, 
a 
famous 


English promoter of sports, came into my office, actually leading by the 
hand a bullet-headed little chap, -who ho proclaimed to be the greatest bicycle 
rider In the world. 
"Chippy" was always a picturesque chnser after the festive rainbow, and 


took his enthusiasm in a good-natured way. earing little about the truth of 


his statements. 


Subsequent events, however, demonstrated tho fact that TVarburton's con- 


fidence in his protege was not misplaced.

At this time Michael was probably the ~ 
~ 
best known pace follower ever developed 
and had ridden with great -success In 
even' large city in the world. 
He besan to attract attention as a. bi- 
cycle rider shortly after the invention 
of the safety machine. 
It was not until the introduction of 
the present motorcycles for pace mak- 
ing that he became famous. 
He weighed barely a hundred pounds 
and proved a speed marvel. 
Few who saw him In his hundreds of 
races behind the big: motors, will ever 
forget the spectacle of the little fellow 
with his front wheel tacked barely three 
inches behind the rod of the pacing ma- 
chine. 
It was no uncommon slgTat to see him 
sr.-jng outside of his pace at the end 
of a fifteen or twenty-mile race and beat 
it to the finish. 
. For several years he was invincible 
at distances of from ten to thirty miles 
and heiii nearly all the, records at these 
and intermediate distances. 
Michael died In 1904. Two years be- 
fore his death in Berlin ho sustained, a 
terrible fall and It was fea'*d that hl« 


- skull waa fractured and tlife-t ha would 


die.He submitted to an operation In a Paris 
hospital for the removal of a clot oC 
blood which, had formed at the base of 
his brain. 
He recovered but to this waa attrib- 
uted a slight loss of memory. 
After a time .MJchaei was able to ride 
as well as ever, and his later showing 
was such that ho was selected as the 
most formidable 
opponent 
to 
match 
against Bobby "Walthour, In the Interna- 
tional middle distance championship race 
at Madison Square Garden, which took 
place Just a week after Michael's death. 
In fact, he died on board tho French 
line steamer La Savole, on his wav to 
this country to take part In the Afadl- 
abn Square race. Later his body was 
forwarded from this country to his moth- 
er's home in England. 
The cycling races which wera then 
held in Madison. Square Garden, Xew 
York, were very profitable. 
They were conducted bv Corbett's old 
manager, Billy Brady, Pat Powers and 
Jim Kennedy.
